Dexter Lane Gets a Playground

As the old saying goes it takes a village to raise a 
child. What happens when the child needs a proper place 
to play? In the case of the Town of Rochester, it takes the 
effort of the entire community to build what is shaping 
up to be a first class playground at the Dexter Lane sports 
complex. 

The process towards the playground becoming 
a reality began in 2005 when two Rochester women. Deb 
Martin and Diane Nunes, realized something was miss- 
ing at Dexter Lane. While the older children were playing 
soccer, baseball or softball, their younger siblings were 
left with nothing to do. They could run around, play tag 
or climb on the obstacles of the skateboard park but there 
was not an area designed just for them. Seeing this need, 
Ms. Nunes and Ms. Martin hatched their idea. They began 
raising the funds needed to build a playground. The pair 
raised several thousand dollars, with the help of family, 
friends and their fellow Lions Club members over the 
next few years. 

About two years ago a very civic-minded teacher 
at the Rochester Memorial School heard about the effort 
and decided he would involve his fourth grade class in 
a community service learning project. The teacher, Craig 
Davignon, knew of a program through SEMASS that 
could add to the coffers of the project. Cindy Maak of 
Rochester, a sales representative for Miracle Inc., a compa-

ny that helps communities with playground projects, told 
Mr. Dav, as he is known to his students, of the SEMASS 
grant and through that program the project gained an- 
other $5000.00. Little did anyone know at the time but Mr. 
Dav had just enlisted the talents of the finest fundraising 
team in Rochester, his fourth grade students. During the 
next year the students and other volunteers held a variety 
of fundraisers that brought the total of monies raised for 
the playground to over $20,000.00. The army of fourth 
graders brought so much attention to the project that the 
people of Rochester's Town Hall became involved. 

With the help of the town's Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon another grant of $40,000.00 was aquired. 
The funding from the grant had to be approved at Town 
Meeting, which it was. With the money raise the pieces 
for the playground were purchased and delivered to 
Dexter Lane last fall where they have been lying in a stor- 
age container, waiting for the long winter to pass and for 
the ground to thaw. On Saturday March 28, as most of us 
were sleeping in after a long work week, a large group of 
volunteers, including Ms. Martin, Ms. Nunes, Mr. Davi- 
gnon, members of the Rochester Lions Club, many of the 
children who helped raise the money and other interested 
Rochester citizens gathered at Dexter Lane along with 
Cindy Maak to put ideas into action and to help make a 
dream become reality.

On May 31 
the organizers plan to celebrate the park's opening by 
throwing a party for the Town of Rochester, its children 
and the many volunteers who made the project possible.

programs across the United States have yielded some 
pretty impressive bounties.

In attendance were Selectmen Jordan Collyer, who also 
served as moderator, and George Randall, Building 
Inspector Andy Bobola, Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan and 
Highway Department Head Barry Denham. Selectman 
Steve Lombard was not in attendance. Kerry Murphy, a 
representative from the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay, was 
also in attendance and helped decipher the changes the 
bylaw would bring forth. 

The bylaw, which will go to vote at the next town 
meeting, would mandate that all new development proj- 
ects must be set back from protected wetland areas by 50 
feet. In order for the bylaw to pass, it would need a simple 
majority, not a two-thirds majority like several other 
propositions. 

According to the information sheet given out by Mr. 
Hathaway, "This 50-foot buffer zone is an area of natural 
vegetation that protects water quality by filtering out 
pollutants from storm-water and groundwater before that 
water enters a wetland or water body." 
After a short introduction by Selectman Collyer, Mr. 
Hathaway stated his objectives for the informative meet- 
ing. Selectman Collyer reminded the crowd that it was 
an informational meeting only, and its purpose was to 
educate and inform and was not a place to argue whether 
or not the town should or should not adopt the bylaw. Mr. 
Hathaway stated early on in his speech that 'Tf we don't 
care about the wetlands, we are all in for trouble. Not just 
us, but our children and our children's children."

He also proposed that the town hire a full-time conserva- 
tion agent and reaffirmed that the bylaw would not ne- 
gate the state's Wetland Protection Act, it would just make 
the town's more affirmative and specific. 
Four activities exist that would be exempt from the re- 
quirement of the proposed bylaw: Existing structures and 
uses, normal maintenance or improvement of agricultural 
and aquacultural land, maintaining, repairing or replac- 
ing existing public service structures or facilities and 
emergency projects, authorized by the state or the town, 
necessary for the protection of the health and safety of the 
public. 

Several people in attendance brought up the financial 
matters that the bylaw would bring about. Mattapoisett 
resident Steve Kelleher stated that the town could lose an 
estimated $2 million in property taxes. 
"Although I applaud Mr. Hathaway's efforts, I really 
think that this could have a devastating effect on the 
town," said Town Building Inspector Andy Bobola. "With 
the Town Meeting only five weeks away, I really feel that 
everyone needs more time to try to understand every- 
thing. I think an additional Town Meeting just for the by- 
law would be best. What people don't understand is that 
not only do you have the 50-foot buffer zone, but there are 
times when the Building Department has to establish a 
50-foot zoning setback on some projects. This would make 
a lot of projects impossible to build. If this passes, long 
gone are the days of sheds, gazebos, deck extensions and

At Old Rochester Regional High School, it is designed 
only for those in the graduating class of 2009 and has 
been strategically planned to coincide with the coming of 
spring break, prom, graduation and college. 

The program serves as a way to make stu- 
dents aware of the incredible dangers that come along 
with drinking and driving. It gives teachers, police of- 
ficers and other authoritative figures the chance to discuss 
how important it is to make mature decisions. Guidance 
counselor, Ms. Perry, and class advisor, Mr. Nailor, have 
been working on the project side by side with Matta- 
poisett, Marion and Rochester Police Departments, the 
Mattapoisett Fire Department, MADD, local businesses, 
parents, staff and students. 

The Every Fifteen Minutes course is to be divided 
into separate sections between two consecutive days. 
Wednesday, April 15*^ will begin with an international 
video and discussion with tri-town police.

"Grim Reaper" will roam the school, pulling senior stu- 
dents out of their classes every fifteen minutes and pro- 
nouncing them killed by a drunk driver. These students 
are not allowed to speak or participate in any activities for 
the rest of the day and will later be asked to write good- 
bye letters to their families. 

To make matters even more traumatic, two of 
these children's parents will be notified by town police 
about their losses and be told that their children will not 
be returning.

Later, parents 
of the supposed "victims" will take the stage and express 
how it felt to be put in a situation such as losing their 
child at the hand of a drunk driver. There will then be a 
guest speaker, a true victim of an alcohol related collision, 
who will share their own personal story.

($25,000 Community Preservation Grant vote needed at 
Town Meeting) and have money available (up to $65,000 
of Town and Friends money) in 2010 to complete design. 
The Town's bike path design fund (money provided by 
the state in 1996) is exhausted. As always with this proj- 
ect, Mattapoisett residents will pay less than 10% of the 
total costs. 

The next section of the Mattapoisett Rail Trail, the 
Shining Tides Mile, will bring the path to the Village. It 
promises to be the most beautiful mile of the path. It will 
also be the most expensive, due to the bridges and board- 
walk. If we all come together it will be under construction 
in 2011. More details are available at Mattapoisettrailtrail.

The first annual South Coast Pathways Challenge 
- A Bike-Hike Pledge event is scheduled for Sunday, 
April 26. The event is sponsored by a consortium of local 
"^Friends groups. It will help Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Wareham raise the money necessary to build our regional 
rails-to-trails network. This is the first time the Friends 
groups in these Towns have joined together to promote 
the regional car-free trails.

Monsters!

Monsters Vs. Aliens. With the voices of Reese Witherspoon and 
Seth Rogen. Directed by Rob Letterman and Conrad Vernon. 
MPAA rating: PG. Running time: 94 minutes. 

The title Monsters Vs. Aliens promises retro fun beyond 
what any movie could deliver, though the actual film by that title 
tries hard enough. We get lots of aliens — actually, one alien cloned 
a bunch of times — but only five monsters; those wanting to see 
the screen packed with an army of homegrown creatures battiing 
extraterrestrials will leave disappointed. In the movie. Area 5 1 is 
a vast secret holding area for monsters captured over the decades; 
there must be more beasties in there than the few we meet. Maybe 
they're saving some for the sequel. 

The monsters we do get, though, are pretty amusing, all 
inspired by absurd creature features of the '50s and '60s. There's Dr. 
Cockroach (voice by Hugh Laurie), a mad scientist who, like David 
Hedison in The Fly, emerges from an experiment with insectoid 
limbs and head. There's B.O.B. (Seth Rogen), a brainless blob. 
There's the Missing Link (Will Arnett), a tip of the fin to Creature 
from the Black Lagoon. There's Insectosaurus, a massive mutated 
grub not unlike Mothra. Finally, there's Susan (Reese Witherspoon), 
a bride-to-be who gets hit with a meteorite and turns into a fifty-foot 
woman. (I also appreciated the nod to The Amazing Colossal Man in 
a bit with a giant syringe.) 

I don't know whether the directors, Rob Letterman {Shark 
Tale) and Conrad Vernon {Shrek 2), or the platoon of credited 
writers grew up on monster and alien flicks. What I do know is that 
there's a difference between a movie driven by obsession and a 
movie that kind of coasts on a neat premise, and Monsters Vs. Aliens 
is definitely the latter. I had a good enough time at it, but someone 
like Tim Burton (whose Mars Attacks is a goofy underrated classic) 




or Guillermo del 
Toro (who you 
can tell loves 
monsters so much 
it hurts him) 
would 've brought 
the kind of ripe 
madness that helps 
a tribute like this 
endure. Monsters 
Vs. Aliens gets 
most of its fuel 
from the witty 
characterizations 



which is good, but also from references that have nothing to do 
with monsters or ahens, like Dance Dance Revolution or the 
Beverly Hills Cop theme song, which are just jokes thrown in for 
contemporary parents and will date the movie. 

A terrific sequence unfolds on a traffic-congested bridge, 
with terrified drivers caught between the heroic monsters and 
a giant one-eyed robot. It feels like a demo reel; nothing else 
really captures the scale or excitement a movie like this should 
pack, especially with today's technology. Meanwhile, we spend 
too much time hearing about Susan's fretful relationship with 
her selfish weatherman fiance (Paul Rudd), who before Susan's 
transformation thinks she'll be thrilled that their honeymoon will 
be not in Paris but in ... Fresno. (I chortied at that, having spent a 
week in Fresno, where someone was murdered a block from where 
I was staying.) The hip voice cast, which includes Stephen Colbert 
voicing a president who looks like Bruce Campbell, is entertaining 
enough, though only Hugh Laurie as Dr. Cockroach really seems to 
understand what kind of movie he's in — or what kind of movie he 
should be in. Monsters Vs. Aliens is a fine rainy-Sunday diversion, 
but if you want real monster and alien fun, hit up Netflix and rent 
some of the classics that inspired it. When the evil alien proclaims 
"Destroy all monsters!" I nodded and thought "Yeah, I really need 
to watch Destroy All Monsters again."

Massachusetts' New Move Over Law 

In an effort to keep Massachusetts roadways saf- 
er, the Mattapoisett Police Department, Fire Department 
and the Executive Office of Public Safety and Security 
(EOPSS) are raising awareness for the state's new Move 
Over Law and promoting safe driving across the Com- 
monwealth. 

The new law, which takes effect on March 22, 
2009, is meant to help protect police, firefighters, para- 
medics, tow truck drivers and all roadside emergency and 
maintenance workers. The law requires all drivers ap- 
proaching a stationary emergency or maintenance vehicle 
with flashing lights to move to the next adjacent lane if it 
is safe to do so, and, barring that, to reduce their speed. 
Violating the Move Over Law can be expensive, as well 
as dangerous, as failure to comply could result in a fine of 
up to $100.
